Transit Crowds Less Dense— 
City Has Vacant Hospital Beds

The number of influenza cases re- 
ported yesterday was 883 less than on 
Wednesday. This decrease was more 
apparent than real, Health Commis- 
sioner Copeland thought, crediting it to 
irregularities in the mail service bring- 
ing reports and not to any loosing of 
the epidemic’s grip on the city. There 
were 4,706. new cases of influenza, 
against 5,589 on Wednesday. While the 
number of deaths was slightly larger 
than on Wednesday it was still far be- 
low the same relative day in the. epi- 
demic of 1918.

Reds Plan Invasion of India in 3 
French Cabinet Warned of It

PARIS, Jan. 29.—The French Foreign 
Office has received from its agents in 
India a report saying that the Bolshe- 
viki:are making, extensive preparations 
for an uprising in India against the 
British. 

Frorh this report and other’ sources it. 
appears that under the direction of a. 
man named Voznerensky, ‘‘ Commissaire 
of Oriental Affairs,’’ there has been 
established at Moscow a commission, 
composed of Russians and Hindus, 
among whom are certain advocates of 
Indian independence who during the war 
were active at Berlin. This commis- 
sion aims to be the nucleus of a future 
Soviet Government of India. _ 

An important Bolshevist meeting was 
held recently at Samara, where a reso- 
lution was voted asking the Moscow 
Government tc start in March an of- 
fensive of the Red armies in India ‘‘ for 
the liberation of oppressed millions.’’ It 
is said that Voznerensky replied that 
such an offensive was embraced in the 
military plans of Trotzky.

FRANCE AND THE BIRTH RATE. 
The seriousness of the birth-rate 
problem in France has been manifest 
for over a generation and has now re- 
ceived the highest official recognition 
through President Porncarg’s decree 
creating ‘‘a natality division of the 
Ministry of Health.’ But the problem 
is by no means ‘*‘ unique with France.’’ 
Among Americans of the older stock it 
is little, if at all, less serious, and in 
England it is a rapidly increasing | 
menace.. Even Germany noted a 
steady decrease in births long before 
the war. 

The most hopeful Featrive of the pro- 
posed program is that it will deal not 
only with such causes as are “of a 
moral nature,’’ but also with causes 
that. are ‘‘ national and. economic.’’ 
Hitherto it has been very generally as- 
sumed that the problem is primarily 
one of personal and patriotic ideals. In 
all probability the prime cause is 
economic. Through many decades the 
birth rate in England was strikingly 
larger than in France, and the fact 
was very plausibly explained by the 
difference in the cohditions of inheri- 
tance. In England the bulk of the 
family fortune went to the eldest son; 
the ‘*‘ younger brother’s portion ’’ was 
to shift for himself. An inheritance 
might remain unchanged for centuries 
and yet provide for generation after 
generation of large families. The ex- 
pansion of the Briton throughout the 
world has very plausibly been attri- 
buted to the custom of primogeniture. 
In France fortunes are divided more 
equally; and the custom has been for 
each son to eke out his share with his 
wife’s dowry and remain at home. 
As a result of the natural desire to 
maintain the familiar standards of liy- 
ing, the tendency has been toward a 
family of: only two children, .which 
means a population which is stationary 
or tending to decline. 

The recent fall in the English birth 
rate has come with the shrinkage of 
opportunity overseas. The best lands 
and the best business opportunities 
were already occupied. But there have 
been ‘other factors at work every+ 
where. It has become more and more 
customary to give children a university 
and even a professional education; 
and the period of study has meantin 
considerably lengthened. ‘The spread 
of democratic ideas has brought an in- 
eréase of worldly ambition among a 
wide range of people who would once 
have’ been satisfied with the life to 
which they were born in shop or 
| factory. The result has been a sharp 
decrease in births even in regions 
where it would be least expected—in 
Australia, Canada, and South Africa. 
In America the exhaustion of the 
public lands and higher standards of 
living have been powerfully rein- 
forced by a third factor—a tide of im- 
migrant labor; whose lower standards 
have driven the native born from wide 
fields of. industry. Throughout the 
world there is a cry for more workers, 
and especially for those who are well 
brought up, well educated. And 
throughout the world this most vital 
of all services can only be rendered at 
the expense in each family of much 


many kinds. 
Ideals are also involved, both per- 
sonal and patriotic, which are of the 
highest value and significance; but 
until the economic difficulty is abated 
or removed it is vain to expect any de- 
| cisive results from appealing to them.

He will 
learn of the ‘‘pan,’’ which clutches the 
leg of the captive close up to the body. 
The animal will gnaw its fettered foot 
off, but it can never get away. The 
Scout will also learn of the spring-pole, 
which jerks the prisoner into the air 
and holds it there, sometimes for days 
at a time, suffering the torture of the 
clutch, fever, inflammation, thirst, star; 
vation, terror, freezing—struggling al- 
Ways to escape until it is possible to 
struggle no more.. And the Boy Scout, 
if he were to become a trapper, would 
learn how the ermine is caught—ermine, 
which is the badge of royalty. The 
trapping of ermine reveals a phase of 
human ingenuity at its worst. 

It is true that our sportsmen opponents 
suggest that the. Boy Scouts should visit 
their traps every twenty-four hours 
(twenty-four-hours of excruciating suf- 
tering of mind and body is the limit 
Proposed) to inflict the coup -de grace 
to the prisoners, whose one offense has 
been that they sought for food. Twen- 
ty-four hours! Let us imagine a hu- 
mian being in this plight for one hour, 
If any one of those who write suavely 
of the advantages of trapping were him- 
self caught in the clutch of the steel, it 
is safe to say that that particular ad- 
vocate of the “‘ sport ’ would be silent as 
to these advantages forevermore. 

Last year a trapper of my acquaint- 
ance delayed for a week ‘to visit his 
traps and found a trapped bear still 
alive, but in such a. condition as to

That the future of his country depends 
upon the observance of this fundamental 
principle-ig the opinion’ of. Bduard Bern- 
stein, the veteran leader. of the German 
Social Democracy, . as, expressed in an 
interview which he gave on his’ seven- 
tleth “birthday to your correspondent. 
The ‘question of: the extradition. of! the 
ex-Kaiser.and other war criminals arose 
when 1 asked Bernstein his, views on 
the: League of Nations. 
“It would be @ great step forward,” 
he replied, ‘if Germany were admitted 
as soon as possible.’ I realize there are 
difficulties. For instance, the spirit on 
one hand is ‘still very revengeful, but 
Germany ought to apply for. admission 
to the League at the earliest possible 
moment. Once Germany is admitted, 
things will go very much easier all 
around. . For instance, if Germany were 
@ member ofthe Court of Nations then 
po would be no question of extradition 
in connection with the trial of the ex- 
Kaiser.

William B. Colver of the Federal Trade 
Commission denied any general embargo 
had been laid by Canada, but said that 
a disciplinary embargo had been im- 
posed against one news. print mill for 
failure to observe Canadian regulations. 
This embargo, he said, had been raised 
after a short time. 

Mr. Colver expressed the opinion that 
the remedy lay in economy by. publish- 
ers. ‘‘ Publishers have agreed to reduce 
the size of their papers, especially the 
Sunday issues, but have failed to keep 
the agreement,’’ he added. 

‘“‘If they were made to pay. mileage 
for their heavy papers they might be 
induced to economize,’’ said Representa- 
tive Rainey of Illinois.
